Deferment Rules 
For University 
Students Listed

Instructions for the deferment   
of college students were receiv­ 
ed by most colleges and unlv»r- 
allies this week, according to 
Selective Service officials.

According to a directive of 
the Selective Service headquar­ 
ters, a local board may reopen' 
the case of a registrant who 
has been classified 1-A and 
called to report for Induction 
under the following circumstanc­ 
es:

1. If the registrant has corn- 
plcted at least one full yfcar 
of college training.

2. If the college can certify 
that the student's scholastic 
standing placed Him among the 
upper half of his class.

3. If the student has signi­ 
fied prior to August 1. 1950, his 
intention to enroll for a full- 
time course of Instruction dur­ 
ing the school year of 1950-61.

College students meeting the 
above requirements may be con­ 
sidered for occupational defer­ 
ment by the boards, the direc­ 
tive said.

When those students who 
qualify receive their orders for 
Induction, they may apply for 
statements regarding enrollment 
and scholarship from the col­ 
lege or university and present 
these to the board for consld- 
ration.
